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Fire destroys 
local ‘Memories’

Memories Lounge on the cor- 
ner of Wayne and Ecorse is cur- 
rently closed for business due 
to damage caused by a fire 
yesterday. 

Although the cause of the 
blaze is yet unknown, it was de- 
termined accidental, accord- 
ing to fire officials. 

“We investigated the site and 
found no indication of anything 
out of the ordinary,” said Wil- 
liam Greenslait, Romulus fire 
chief. 

Local firefighters received a 
call regarding the fire at appro- 
ximately 5:30 a m. Because of 
the seriousness of the blaze, 
both fire stations two and three 
responded, also calling in sup- 
port from Fire Station Four. 

Within two hours, the fire 
was brought under control. An 
additional three hours was 
needed to stop the smoldering. 

“Because of the extent of the 
damage, the building must be 
torn down,” Greenslait said. 
“It was a total loss. 

One fireman did sustain in- 


juries due to heat exhaustion 
from the fire but was released 
from the hospital later that 
afternoon, according to 
Greenslait. No other injuries 
were reported. 

Employees and some local 
residents who frequented the 
lounge were on hand at the site. 

“It’s really sad to see this 
happen,” said one employee. 
“I have been working here for 
three years and it was a great 
place to work.” 

“There was standing room 
only on a lot of the nights,” 
another said. “It was a very 
popular night club in Romulus 
and it will be sorely missed by a 
lot of us.” 

“It was strange to fight this 
fire, because I was just at the 
night club five days ago, and I 
come here often,” said Mark 
Wilhide, volunteer firefighter. 
“It's really a shame.” Me- 
mories proprietor A1 Acker 
was shocked when he heard ab- 
out the fire, but he does plan to 
rebuild, hopefully at the same 
location. 

"I plan to be back in business 
within six months to a year,” 
he said. 


Area student acts as 
state attorney general

After a four-day campaign 
complete with posters, dele- 
gates and speeches, Steven 
Yates, 17, of Romulus was 
appointed state attorney 
general on June 16. 

Of course, it didn’t matter to 
him that he will serve a make- 
believe state or that his new ti- 
tle was part of the 53rd annual 
American Legion Boys State 
Program. 

The important thing is he had 
the time of his life. 

“We didn’t just get to learn 
about the government, we got 
to be the government,” Yates 
said. “We actually ran the 51st 
state of the union, Boys State.” 

Complete with scenarios of 


problems that could actually 
be faced, the program taught 
the 900 high school students 
from across the state how poli- 
tics and city, county and state 
governments function. 

“The Boys State Program 
duplicated the very process by 
which the government in 
Michigan and in Washington, 
D.C., operate,” said John 
Domas, Romulus High School 
counselor. “Each boy also 
learned the priceless lesson of 
team participation while main- 
taining his own individuality.” 

In addition to taking on the 
“every day” problems of the 
government, students had a 
chance to meet Gov. John En- 
gler and Lt. Gov. Connie Bins- 
feld. 

They also had an opportunity 


to tour the capitol and meet 
with state senators and state 
representatives. 

“And I got to see the office of 
the Michigan state attorney 
general,” said Yates. 

Whether or not the boys who 
attended the program become 
directly involved in the actual 
political process in the future, 
each one of them now has an 
idea that anything for the com- 
mon good is achievable in our 
system, according to Domas. 

“Perhaps, more important- 
ly, they now know how to 
achieve that common good 
through a peaceful and orderly 
process,” he said. 

“There’s no better way to 
learn something than by hands- 
on experience, and that’s de- 
finitely how the Boys State

program taught us,” said 
Yates. “Acting as the state 
attorney general is an experi- 
ence I’ll never forget.” 


Abortion issue may 
be school topic 


Students may be receiving 
more than the expected educa- 
tion in the coming school year. 

A new law passed March 28 
requires each pupil in grades 
six through 12th receive writ- 
ten information at the start of 
each school year regarding the 
issue of abortion. 

The law states each student 
be provided a notice which ex- 
plains that written consent 
must be obtained from a parent 
or legal guardian before an 
abortion can be performed on 
any unemancipated minor. 

“An emancipated minor is a 
person under the age of 18 who 
is not married, not on active 
duty in the armed services or 
who has not been declared to 
have the rights and responsibi- 
lities of an adult by a court,” 


the proposed notice states. 

It goes on to inform the chil- 
dren the law also provides a 
judicial alternative to parental 
consent, which entails getting a 
waiver from a probate court. A 
list of probate courts serving 
each particular school district 
is then provided. 

“It’s like a law with a Catch 
22,” said Terry LeCesne, 
Romulus assistant superinten- 
dent. “The law says that stu- 
dents must be informed of the 
parental right of consent but 
also tells them the right can be 
waived.” 

He went on to say the law 
may be repealed and he is not 
yet sure whether or not Romu- 
lus schools will provide the in- 
formation in the upcoming 
school year. 


Program makes dreams come true

In addition to learning more 
about their career choice, 
speakers are scheduled to 
come in to present workshops 
designed to help the students in 
several different areas of their 
lives.

Additional seminars will in- 
clude: “How to Get a Job and 
How to Act on the Job,” pre- 
sented by Judy Villet from 
Number One Personnel Place- 
ment in Dearborn; "Resolving 
Conflicts Peacefully,” pre- 
sented by John Robertson from 
the Wayne State University 
Center for Peace and Conflict ; 
“Self Esteem and Coping with 
Stress,” presented by a counse- 
lor from the Romulus Adoles- 
cent Health Center; and “How 
to be a More Successful Stu- 
dent.” presented by Joseph 
Leavell of United Generation 
Council. 

Three field trips are also 
planned as part of the prog- 
ram. and a craft-making event 
and program wrap-up party 
will complete the project. 

“Hopefully, this complete 
program helps the students to 
become more successful so 
they may achieve the goals 
they have set for themselves,” 
Bowman said. 


“We’re hoping that this vari- 
ety of subjects will help the kids 
deal with these problems be- 
fore they arise,” Bowman said.

If you celebrate your birthday on the Fourth of July, every 
Independence Day is a personal red, white and blue spec- 
tacular. 

For some, it is a special reason to display their patriotism, 
but for others the fireworks on July 4 overpowers the candles 
on their birthday cakes. 

This year, the country celebrates the 215th anniversary of 
the signing of the Declaration of Independence, which also 
marked the birth of a new nation from the 13 colonies. 

The thought of being a Yankee Doddle Boy so intrigued 
songwriter George M. Cohan tba t he added one day to his July 
3, 1878 birth date so he could claim to be bom on the Fourth of 
July. 

Cohan, the son of vaudevillians, is recognized as the father 
of the American musical comedy. The playwright-producer- 
songwriter is best known for the World War I patriotic songs, 
Over There, which he wrote in 1917, and You’re a Grand Old 
Flag. 

He was awarded a Congressional medal in 1941 for his 
patriotic music, and 18 years later a statue of him was erected 
in Duffy Square, New York City, all of which makes one 

wonder if he could have achieved his honors without changing 

his birthday. 

Calvin Coolidge, known as Silent Cal, didn’t talk much ab- 
out his birthday. In fact, most people are not aware that the 
30th president of the United States was bom on Independence 
Day, and that his full name was John Calvin Coolidge. 

Coolidge as bom July 4, 1872, and served as mayor of North- 
hampton, Mass., state senator, lieutenant governor and gov- 
ernor before being elected vice president on the Republican 
ticket with William Harding. He stepped into the Presidential 
post following Harding’s death and was elected President by a 
large majority when he ran for the of lice in 1924. 

Current politicians might attempt to copy Coolidge s feat of 
reducing the national debt by $2 billion in three years during 
the mid-1920s, an achievement that boosted his popularity 
considerably. 

The most remembered quote from the only President bom 
on the Fourth of July was made prior to the 1928 election when 
he said, “I choose not to run. ” , . , 

Ron Kovic, about whom the Academy A ward-winning film. 
Bom on the Fourth of July was written, found that being bom 
on Independence Day was an awesome burden. His zealous 
patriotism during his military service in Vietnam turned to 
dissillusionment and ultimately pacifism after he was severe- 
ly wounded in the war. . 

Among the other July 4 birthday celebrators are playwright 
Neil Simon, author Lionel Trilling, twin advice columnists 
Ann Landers andAbby Van Buren and a sportscaster with the 
unlik ely name of Emerson Boozer. 

Perhaps, not as notable, but more familiar, are a group of 
western Wayne County residents, featured on this page, who 
als o were bom on the Fourth of July.

When Wayne resident Brian 
Brown celebrated his July 4 
birthday as a child, he believed 
the fireworks were part of his 
birthday party. 

Brown is 22 years old today, 
and has a more patriotic feel- 
ing about being bom on July 4.

An Ordinance to Amend Appendix A. the Zoning Ordinance of the City 
of Romulus Code of Ordinances Article XIV, Section 14.02, by Creating 
and Adding Subsection F. for the Purpose of Bringing the Code Into 
Harmony With the State of the Law; and Further, to Amend 14.03D and 
Section 14.03D[E] to Eliminate Confusion Within the Code. 

The City Council, having had the opportunity to review the research 
and recommendations presented by the Planning Commission, makes 
the following findings: 

A. The presence of adult uses (defined in finding paragraph G, below) 
frequently results in an increase in sex related crimes, to include 
prostitution, and to an increase in sexual liaisons of a casual nature; 

B. The concern over sexually transmitted disease is a legitimate health 
concern which demands a reasonable regulation of adult use busi- 
nesses in order to protect the health and well-being of the citizens; 

C. There is considerable, convincing evidence that adult uses, because 
of their very nature, have a deleterious effect on the surrounding 
areas, resulting in a decline in property values and an increase in 
crime; 

D. Adult uses, because of their nature, have operational characteristics 
that are objectionable, particularly when located in close proximity 
to same or similar uses, thereby contributing to an increase in blight 
and the lowering of the quality of urban life; 

E. There is no intent on the part of the Council to suppress or otherwise 
chill any activity protected by the First Amendment, but to enact a 
content Neutral Ordinance which addresses the secondary effects of 
adult uses; 

F. The Council desires to control and minimize the adverse impact of 
adult uses on surrounding areas, thereby preserving the quality of 
urban life, deter the spread of blight and to preserve property values. 

G. As used here, the term Adult Use or Adult Use Business means Adult 
Bookstore, Adult Motion Picture Theater, Adult Mini Motion pic- 
ture Theater, Cabaret, Escort Service, Massage Parlor, Massage 
School, Nude Body Painting or Modeling Studio, all of which are 
more specifically defined in Article II, Section 2.02 of the Zoning 
Ordinance. 

Because of the experiences of cities such as Detroit, Michigan and 
Warren, Michigan, the Council is concerned with the deleterious 
effect on surrounding areas when adult uses develop. The Council 
is concerned with the spread of blight. 

Due to the results of research conducted in Warren. Michigan; 
Amarillo, Austin and Beaumont, Texas; Indianapolis, Indiana; St. 
Paul, Minnesota; and Phoenix, Arizona, the Council is convinced 
that an adverse impact would be experienced in areas surrounding 
adult uses in this City. Because of the certainty of this adverse 
impact, the Council finds it necessary to regulate these uses. Such 
regulation is to be achieved by this Ordinance. 

The stated purpose of this Ordinance is to regulate adult uses in order 
to promote the health, safety and general welfare of the citizens of 
this City and to protect against the spread of blight and to preserve 
the quality of suburban life. The provisions of this Ordinance have 
neither the purpose nor effect of limiting or restricting the content 
of any speech, expression or communication. Nor docs this ordi- 
nance restrict or deny access by adults to such materials and com- 
munication as is protected by the First Amendment. This Ordinance 
does not condone or legitimize the distribution of obscene material. 
NOW THEREFORE: 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 
Section 1. SHORT TITLE: This Ordinance shall be known and cited as 
the Amended Zoning Ordinance. 

Section 2. Article XIV, Section 14.02 is amended to include Subsection 
F, et seq, and shall read as follows: 

F. Adult Bookstore, Adult Motion Picture Theater, Adult Mini Motion 
Picture Theater, Cabaret, Escort Service. Massage Parlor, Massage 
School. Nude Body Painting or Modeling Studio, as defined in 
Article II. Section 2.02, provided that such use shall not be located 
within: 

l.a.Five hundred feet (500') of any single family or multiple 
family residential zone; 

b.Five hundred feet (500') of any public or private school: 


C-Five hundred feet (500*) of any church or other religious facility 
or institution; 

d.Five hundred feet (500’) of any public park. 
c.One thousand feet (1000') of any other adult use. 

2. The distances provided for in this section shall be measured by 
following a straight line, without regard to intervening buildings. ‘ 
firpm the nearest point of the lot (as described in Section 2.02) upon 
'Which the proposed use is located, to the nearest point of the lot or 
land use district boundary line from which the proposed use is to be 
separated. 

3. In order to ensure the safety and protection of the public, if the 
proposed use contemplates the display of films, video or other 
motion pictures, or qualifies as an Adult Motion Picture Theater or 
Adult Mini Motion Picture Theater, as defined in Section 2.02, then 
in addition to the requirements of Section 14.06, the use shall 
comport with the standards for theaters, as specified in Section 6.06 
B(l) and with the BOCA Code under Use Group A-l Theaters, 
found at Article 3. Section 302.2 of the said BOCA code. 

4. In order to protect against the risk of transmission of disease and the 
development of unsanitary conditions, if the proposed use qualifies 
as an Adult Motion Picture Theater or as an Adult Mini Motion 
Picture Theater and has, or is equipped with individual booths for 
viewing of films, videotape or dancers, or for conversation with 
employees, agents or dances, the booths shall: 

a. Be located in a manner to provide an unobstructed view from the 
manager’s desk or duty station; 

b. Be limited to one occupant at a time; 

c. Not be equipped with doors, curtains, screens or any other means of 
closing said booth from view. 

5. Display of materials offered for sale use or viewing, shall not be 
visible from any vantage point outside the building. 

6. Any exterior advertising shall be limited to signage that complies 
with the Romulus Sign Ordinance and with Section 4.26 of this 
Ordinance. 

7. Violation of any Use Provision in this subsection shall constitute a 
Public Nuisance per se, which shall be abated by the City Attorney, 
by way of civil abatement proceedings.

CHAPTER 20 

Article IX, Division 1 

An Ordinance to Amend Chapter 20, Article IX, Division 1 of the Code 
Of Ordinances by the Addition of a Section 20-276 For the Purpose of 
Regulating the Use of Intoxicants and Other Controlled Substances at 
Open House Parties Within the City of Romulus. 

WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council finds that the uncontrolled use 
of intoxicants and other controlled substances by minors creates social i 
problems in many communities throughout the nation, including 
within the City of Romulus; and 

WHEREAS: The use of intoxicants and other controlled substances by j 
minors have deleterious effects on those minors as well as on the : 
general public, including personal injuries and property damage caused \ 
by persons operating motor vehicles while under the influence of 
intoxicants or other controlled substances; and, 

WHEREAS: The Romulus City Council finds that adult regulation of 
open parties could significantly reduce the problems associated with 
the abuse of intoxicants and other controlled substances by minors; and 
WHEREAS: The regulation of such open house parties by adults can be 
achieved by the acceptance of responsibility for such open house i 
parties by adult owners, renters, lessees or occupants in control of 
premises where such parties occur, 

NOW THEREFORE. THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, 
MICHIGAN DOES HEREBY ORDAIN: 

Section 1. Short Title:This ordinance shall be known and cited as the 
amended Offenses Ordinance. 

Section 2.Chapter 20, Article IX, Division 1 is hereby amended by the ' 
addition of a new Section to be known as Section 20-267 and shall read < 
as follows: 

Section 20-267 Regulation of Open House Parties 

(a) For the purpose of this section: 

(1) " Adult" means a person seventeen (17) years of age, or older. 

(2) "Intoxicants" means any alcoholic beverage containing more 
than of 1% of ethyl alcohol by weight, as determined in accord- . 
ance by M.C.L. 436.2, as such may be amended. 

(3) Minor means any person who may not legally possess alco- 
holic beverage, because of his or her age. pursuant to M.C.L. 
436.33 b. 

(4) "Residence" or "Premises" means any motel or hotel room, 

home, apartment, condominium or any other dwelling unit, or any 
banquet hall, meeting room or other place of assembly, whether 
occupied on a temporary or permanent basis, whether occupied > 
as a dwelling or fora specific social function and whether owned, ; 
leased or rented, or used with or without compensation. i 

(5) "Open House Party" means a social gathering of persons at a i 
residence, such persons being other than the owner or those with ; 
possessory rights or their immediate family. 

(6) "Controlled Substance" means any substance contained within 1 
any schedule or as defined by M.C.L. 335.301-367, including 
prescription medications, if abused. 

(7) "Contror means dominion or the ability to regulate or to 
exercise possessory rights, including the right to preclude or 
prevent entry or to eject. 

(b) No adult who has control or right of control of any residence or other 
premises shall allow an open house party to take place at that 
residence or upon those premises if any intoxicants or other control- 
led substance is possessed or consumed at that residence or premises 
by any minor where the adult knew, or reasonably should have 
known that intoxicants or other controlled substance was in the 
possession of or being consumed by a minor at the residence or 
premises, and where the adult failed to take reasonable steps to 
prevent such possession or consumption. 

(c) Thc provisions of this section shall not apply to legally protected 
religious observance or legally protected educational activity. 

(d) Any person who violates this section shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor. 

Section 3. CONFLICTING PROVISIONS REPEALED: Should any 
section, clause or provision of this ordinance be declared by the Court 
to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of this ordinance as 
a whole or any part thereof, other than the part so declared to be invalid. 
Section 4: Scvcrahility 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-section or section of this 
Article be declared void or otherwise invalid, for any reason, by any 
court, such declaration shall not affect any portion of this Article other 
than the part specifically declared to be void. 

Section 5: Effective Dale 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication 
in the official newspaper.

32nd annual golf tourney 

Breaking with tradition, city championships to include women’s flight 
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It has been an outstanding tournament over 
the years and some of the finest amateur men’s 
golfers have competed in it. I believe that there 
will be another excellent field this year.

Breaking with more than 
three decades of tradition, the 
1991 City Championship Golf 
Tournament will include 
women golfers. 

"Over the years there have 
been inquiries from women 
who wanted to compete in this 
tournament but were turned 
away for one reason or other,” 
said William Hawley, who has 
served as tournament mana- 
ger for at least the past dozen 
years. "I believe it’s time we 
open the competition up to 
them. 

“Hopefully, we may get 
enough of a response that a 
separate tournament can be 
organized for them.” 

The 32nd annual amateur 
golf tournament, one of the 


longest staged tourneys of its 
kind, will be conducted two- 
days, Saturday and Sunday, 
Aug. 10-11 at Fellows Creek 
Golf Course in Canton 
Township. 

The two-day, 36-hole event is 
cosponsored by the recreation 
departments of Wayne, West- 
land, Romulus, Inkster, Can- 
ton Township and The Associ- 
ated Newspapers. 

Defending champ, Kevin 
Ryan, a 12th-hour entry, man- 
aged to successfully defend his 
title after scoring a three-over- 
par 147 to win the 1990 medalist 
honors. The three-time medal- 
ist from Inkster is closing in on 
a record held by Tom Pisco- 
pink of Wayne, who has cap- 
tured the tournament time five 
times (1974, 1977, 1978, 1979 and 
1984). 


“It has been an outstanding 
tournament over the years and 
some of the finest amateur 
men’s golfers have competed 
in it,” recalls Hawley. "I be- 
lieve that there will be another 
excellent field this year.”
